IONS — Bee stings are p ain­ 
fu l—they can also be danger­ 
o u s, acco rding to Dr. F rank­ 
lin D. Yo der, directo r o f the 
Illino is D ep artm ent o f Pu blic 
Health. 
Veno m fro m ho ney bees, bu mble­ 
bees,wasp s, y ello w jackets and ho r­ 
nets is, dro p fo r dro p , ju st as p o tent 
to certain su scep tible p erso ns as 
deadly rattlesnake v eno m, say s Dr. 
Yo der. Au tho rities believ e that stings 
by these insects kill mo re p eo p le 
in the United States than the feared 
rattler. One p ro minent sp ecialist su g­ 
gests that so me o f the su dden deaths 
attribu ted to heart failu re o r heat 
p ro stratio n are rn reality du e to in­ 
sect stings o f su scep tible indiv idu als. 
Vio lent rea ctio ns to sting s mo st 
o ften o ccur in tho se who ha v e so me 
a llerg ic tendency . A sev ere re­ 
a ctio n is ev en mo re likely if their 
sy stems ha v e been sensitized to 
insect v eno m by a prev io us sting , 
just a s so me perso ns beco me sen­ 
sitiv e to penicillin. 
Children are p articu larly v u lner­ 
able becau se o f their o u tdo o r su m­ 
mertime p lay , their natu ral cu rio sity 
and abbrev iated dress du ring warm 
weather. They sho u ld be tau ght to 
steer clear o f stinging insects and no t 
chase them o r try to catch them. 
Bees are mo re likely to sting o n a 
bright, warm day s when their bu si­ 
ness o f gathering nectar is interru p t­ 
ed. And when a heav y rain has 
washed the nectar fro m the flo wers 
they are fru strated, angry and in a 
stinging mo o d. 
Ga ily co lo red o r da rk, ro ug h 
clo thing a ttra cts them, but they 
tend to a v o id white clo thing with 
a 
ha rd finish. As mig ht be ex pected, 
they a re a ttra cted by perfumes a nd 
scented co smetics. 
When the wo rker ho ney bee stings 
it leav es its stinger and v eno m sac 
in the v ictim’s skin. Ev en tho u gh 
sep arated fro m the bee, the stinger 
keep s wo rking in deep er fo r abo u t 
20 minu tes, while injecting mo re 
v eno m. Remo v e the stinger and sac 
as q u ickly as p o ssible try ing no t to 
sq u eeze mo re v eno m into the wo u nd. 
Co ld p acks will slo w do wn abso rp tio n 
o f the p o iso n and help ease the 
sting while medical aid is so u ght, 
which sho u ld be do ne immediately . 
Any o ne who ha s mo re tha n the 
usua l unplea sa nt lo ca l rea ctio n to 
a sting sho uld ask a phy sicia n 
a bo ut the a dv isa bility o f prev entiv e 
trea tment tha t ma y pro tect a g a inst 
the po ssibility o f a la ter, mo re 
sev ere rea ctio n.

Palm er’s 6 7 in the mo rning ro u nd 
also was the lo west ev er fired o v er 
this 7 .045-y ard, p ar 72 ancient co u rse 
which lies beside the sea.

Khrushchev, he made front pages all 
over America, which is getting pretty 
good mileage out of a rehash. 
He sounds stuck on three points, 
military 
spending, 
nuclear 
testing 
and Berlin. 


The military spending is using up 
money he'd like to put into the 
Russian economy but can’t because, 
as he made clear, Russia is going 
to keep on increasing its armament*. 
Last May the Soviet government 
boosted meat prices 30 per cent, 
butter prices 25 per cent to pay for 
new farm equipment and explained 
to the people this had to be done 
because the money could not come 
out of military spending. 


Although the American economy is 
bumbling a bit, Congress this year 
voted another $13 billion for missile 
purchases, and on Wednesday the 
Senate authorized almost another $4 
billion for the space program. 


Khrushchev could save himself a 
lot of money by agreeing with the 
United Stales to disarmament. The 
trouble here is that the kind he wants 
the United States won’t buy and the 
kind this country wants he won t 


touch. 
He went through all this in his 
speech. He wants disarmament with­ 
out the inspection system that the 
United States insists is necessary 
before it agrees to disarm, to prevent 


cheating. 
In mid-June the 17-nation disarma­ 
ment 
conference 
wound 
up three 
months of getting nowhere in a bar­ 


on nuclear testing a nd be ga n te sting 
The reason may ha ve been tha t 
they felt the West wa s getting a he a d 
in the fine art of nuclear de struction 
and they couldn’t afford to be out­ 
done. In turn, the United States, not 
to be outdone either, resumed test­ 
ing. 


Last summer Khrushchev created 
a new crisis in Berlin, and it turned 
into an ugly one. He backed away 
from an explosion. And there hasn t 
been a settlement. Since this wa s a 
setback for him it’s no wonder he 
keeps thinking about it. 


In his speech he suggested the 
Western allies ge t the ir troops out 
of West Berlin and le t them be re ­ 
placed by troops from two Russia n 
satellites. Poland and Cz e choslova kia , 
along with Norwegian and Da nish or 
Dutch and Belgian troops.
